The price of $110 thousand was a 
firm one. Miceli indicated. He did 
not believe that the town could get 
the land any cheaper by taking by 
eminent domain. He warned 
several times that eminent domain 
proceedings should not be used. 
The town, he said, would not gain 
by such proceedings. 

Tambone, a year or so agao, had 
the land approved for subsidized 
apartment construction under the 
provisions of Chapter 774, a 
Massachusetts law.

Is there a Tavern Table, in 
Wilmington, or nearby, which is 
available for loan to the Harnden 
Tavern” The tavern is to have an 
Open House and would like one for 
that occasion (Feb. 22nd, 1 to 4 
pm). 

Common in this country in the 
eighteenth century, Tavern Tables 
were rectangular, and relatively 
small, with small white pine tops, 
and four truned maple legs. They 
were'used to seat from one to four 
persons, for meals and games. 

The “‘breadboard"’ tops have 
battened ends, with tongue and 
groove joints. The turned legs are 
connected with “‘stretcher" rails 
near the floor, which generally 
show much wear, from the many 
pair of boots placed on them by 
their wearers, through the years. 

The Wilmington Historical Com- 
mission is hoping for a Tavern 
Table and for other furniture and

Ask Shawsheen Tech cuts 


Spokesmen from the five finance 
committees in the Shawsheen 
Regional Vocational High School 
region will ask town meetings in 
their communities to cut $546,000 
from Shawsheen Tech's budget. 

Representatives from FinComs 
in Tewksbury, Wilmington, 
Billerica, Burlington and Bedford 
took the action at Billerica Town 
Hall after reviewing the budget for 
the school already finalized by the 
regional school committee. 

The following is a breakdown of 
the areas in which the Finance 
Committees will ask the taxpayers 
to consider reductions in: 


Deferred Salaries - $346,000.; 
New Employees -  '$95.000.. 
Substitute Teachers - $6,000.; 


Operating - $20,000.; Capital Ac- 
counts - $45,$$$.; Contingency Ac- 
count - $30,000.; and Out of State 
Travel - $4,000. 

Explains stand 

Tewksbury Finance Com- 
mitteemanAlbert--Daley—stated 
after the meeting that, ‘‘The 
finance committee members felt 
that because of the present 
economic situation in our com- 
munities, high unemployment, ris- 
ing tax rates and the unstable 
financial situation in our state 
government, the regional school 
board members should reconsider 
their positions on the school budget 
voted at the public hearing.”” 

“The school committee chose 
not to meet with the finance com- 
mittee members as requested to 
discuss proposals recommended to 
them prior to and again at the 
public hearing. 

“This total disregard of the 
finance committees’ recommen- 
dations have forced our com- 
mittees to unanimously vote to 
take our fight to the taxpayers of 
the towns at the annual town 
meetings. 

Veto salary delays 

“A proposal by Mr. Kenneth 
Buffum, the treasurer of the 
Shawsheen Regional Vocational 
School, deferring salaries was 
presented to the school com- 
mittee, but rejected on a tie vote. 

“The plan was to continue to 
defer teachers salaries through the 
1979 fiscal, year and to start mak- 
ing up these payments during 1979- 
1980 and 1980-1981 fiscal years‘as 
our phase one loans are paid. 

“The Finance Committee 
members felt that this proposal to 
the board was very sound and that 
it would enable the taxyaper some

Asks delay 

“Why should the taxpayer ap- 
propriate money to be expended 
some 13 or 14 months later? We 
feel certain that if this plan had 
been presented to the teachers of 
the school system it would be 
found to be acceptable. 

“We should also ask the 
members of the committee to 
reexamine the necessity of hiring 
17 new teachers this year, while in- 
creasing the student enrollment by 
only 200 students. 

“Our recommendations are that 
a $150,000. maximum be expended 
on new personnel during this fiscal 
period. Is this request un- 
reasonable, they asked for $245,- 
000. plus? 

Stresses other cuts 

“Other areas that definitely 
warrant more investigation are 
the 60 per cent increase in funding 
for substitute teachers, $15,000 to 
$24,000..Our consensus is that $18,- 
000 would be sufficient. 

“A decrease in operating 
materials expenditures of nine per 


cent or $20,000. from $225,159 to 
$205.159..A limit of $70,000 on 
capital expenditures which is 
almost 100 per cent increase over 
last year’s appropriation of $35.- 
724. 

“We see no need to purchase 
$115.119. worth of equipment dur- 
ing one fiscal year. Careful con- 
sideration on acquisitioning and 
better financial planning for ac- 
quisition of new equipment over a 
longer period of time should be 
adopted immediately. 

Faces unexpected 

“The contingency fund should 
have a maximum of $100,000. for 
emergencies encountered during 
the year. We feel that the $130,000. 
asked for is much too high. 

“Historically the school has an 
unexpended balance in operating 
at the end of each year. an es- 
timated $125,000. this year. Last 
but not least, why is it necessary 
for the school committee to ex- 
pend $4,000 on Out of State Travel 
each year” 

“Do we really benefit from their 
travels. or would we be better off 
applying it to reduce the budget?”

Artricle 19 in the warrant for the 
coming Annual Town Meeting is a 
long one.

The proposal is two sevenths of a 
Proposed program to bring 
sewerage to North Wilmington, 
through the Silver Lake area. A $7 
million bond was voted last June. 
All that is need now is authority 
from the Town Meeting to 
proceed 

Article 19, lengthy as it is, mere- 
ly spells out the route of the 
proposed sewer. It is really more 
simple than a reading of the article 
could lead the reader to believe. 

When the Wilmington Sewer 
Commissioners started work on 
this part of the program word was 
received, indirectly, from Gover- 
nor Dukakis, that the Governor 
was interested in the progress of 
the Wilmington sewer. Unexpress- 
ed was the thought that such work 
could mean a lot of ‘make-work’ 
for Massachusetts residents. 

The present program, if voted, 
should take about a year to com- 
plete. No ‘side sewers’ are being 
proposed at this time. The present 
program can be compared to the 
trunk of a tree. The branches are 
to come later. It is possible 
though, that some ‘branches’ could 
be put in as the work progresses, 
and if the Sewer Commissioners 
approve 
Governor Dukakis, it turned out 
Monday evening, was not the only 
official interested in the work 
program of the Wilmington Sewer.

One girl, an American, won a 
gold medal, a silver medal and a 
bronze medal, in speed skating.

Jeanne held every speed skating 
record in North America. But she 
was unable to complete in Olympic 
speed skating. Women just did not 
do that 

It was to the people of 
Wilmington a grevious fact. The 
world was unfair to Jeanne - it was 
unfair to Wilmington. 

Jeanne’s parents financed her. 
She made trips to European coun- 
tries. to participate in speed 
skating events. She won many - 
Germany, Austria, Norway, 
Russia. She learned the Olympic 
style, which is not that of 
American speed skating. 

There were no Olympic rinks 
available to Jeanne, in the United 
States. She went up onto the ice on 
the Shawsheen River, near 
Ballardvale, and staked out an 
Olympic track. Five o'clock in the 
mornings Jeanne would go there. 
Her mother took up and helped 
Hours of Olympic skating, of 
which no one knew, year after 
year. 

That of course was not all 
There were weeks and months of 
drill - riding bicycles, skating. 

Twenty years ago the first 
women were allowed to enter the 
speed skating contests, in the 


Olympics. One of the girls, in the 
small team from the United 
States. was Jeanne Ashworth, of 
Wilmington, Massachusetts. 

Jeanne was not a medal winner. 
Noone from the United States won 
any. Most of the medals were won 
by Russian women. 

Sixteen years ago there was 
another Olympiad. Jeanne was 
getting on - she was about 23 years 
old, if memory serves correctly. 

Jeanne was a part of the 
American team. She won third 
place in one event - the only 


Wilmington 
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American women to win a medal, 
in Olympic Speed Skating. A 
bronze medal. 

When she returned to the United 
States the New York Times took 
note. A front page story, of Jeanne 
Ashworth - the only girl to win a 
medal in speed skating 

“I just had to beat a Russian” 
Jeanne was quoted as saying. She 
did more. She showed the way for 
others of her sex.to get into the 
highly competitive world of Olym- 
pic Speed Skating. She was a 
world champion.
